burned so far into the night. No mat- 
ter how late the hour, these villagers 
might see the man at his window. He 
was writing, always writing, and as he 
rrrote he tossed the closely covered 
sheets of paper over his shoulder on to 
the floor. Of course the untiring writ- 
er was Walter Scott, and he was writ- 
ing the "Waverley Novels." 


There have been many prolific and in- 


dustrious writers since Scott's day, but 
perhaps the modern author who most 
resembles him is an honored citizen of

this city. Cyrus Towusend Brady has 
a capacity for literary work which 
seems almost marvelous. In four years 
he has produced six novels, three biog- 
raphies, two historical essays, two au- 
tobiographies (thirteen books in all) 
and twenty-eight short stories, and 
this, mind you, does not include two 
book reviews a month, each containing 
2,000 words, and thirty sermons of 
1,250 words apiece for the Sunday is- 
sue of a daily newspaper. 


In spite of this rapid production Mr. 


Brady is a careful writer. It is his 
method and system that enable him to 
accomplish so much. 


The preacher-author always dictates 


the-first drafts of his stories, but be- 
fore he dictates a single line or word 
he dissects hundreds of reference 
books, many of which he finds ready 
"at hand in his fine historical library of 
o-\er 4,000 volumes. 


Then, -when the first typewritten 


copy of the new book is ready, he 
spends hours elaborating the spoken 
thoughts that his stenographer, Miss 


In Abncr 
Daniel himself the novel introduces a 
new southern character, whom a re- 
viewer has described as -"a David Har- 
um of the south."

In the English edition "The Dark 
o' the Moon" has a subtitle—"Being 
Further Adventures of the Folk Called 
Raiders."

sion befall a novel at this author's 
hands before the public sees it. He re- 
vises it in the serial galleys, works 
over it in the serial pages, gives it a 
scrutiny in the book galleys and a final 
touch here and there in the book pages. 
Thus a novel from the pen of Cyrus 
Townsend Brady is revised, wholly or 
partially, at least six times before it is 
placed between covers.

(the land of fire), extends along the 
west slope of South America and Cen- 
tral America, only twenty or thirty 
miles wide, and broadens in Mexico to 
about SOO miles. The belt of fire then 
touches the gulf coast. From Mexico 
the belt extends northward to Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Washington and follows 
the coast of British Columbia and 
Alaska, extending through the Aleu- 
tian islands, Xew Zealand and the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The burning craters 
in Alaska, one of which recently be- 
gan work, unites the chain of fire of 
the new world with the old, including 
Japan, Korea, Formosa and the Phil- 
igpines, wjbich latter perhaps may now 
b"e considered as of the new -world. In 
Alaska..tbig chain of/ slumbering fire 
contracts to aboat the width at the 
narrowesf point in South America. In 
California and the northwest the bolt 
of fire vents broaden to nearly 1,000 
miles. The southern extremity of this 
belt line curves eastward, and the 
northern extremity curves westward, 
giving this 25,000 mile chain the shape 
of a huge S. 


On. .the northwest coast of Oregon 


and Washington the chain widens into 
what is called the Cascade range, and 
aH of these mountains have craters 
either at tbe summit or on the sides. 
There are seven \i Oregon and five in 
Washington, ranging from 7,000 to 14,- 
000 feet in height, Mount Ranier, in 
Washington, being the highest. One 
of these, Mount Mazana, 8,223 feet 
high, is one of the most remarkable 
extinct volcanoes on this continent. It 
is thirty miles north of Klamath lake 
and contains another lake, known as 
Crater lake, which is about 2,000 feet 
deep and is surrounded by nearly ver- 
tical walls of about the same height 
above the surface of the lake, which 
gives the crater a depth of about 4,000 
feet. An eruption blew the mountain's

Mount St Helens, about 10,000 feet

The 
trappers \vho witnessed the explosion 
stated that the light was as bright as 
day, but they did not remain long 
enough to gather particulars. 


Mount Ranier, the highest mountain, 


is considered to be the grandest and 
most picturesque single peak in the 
United States. Lovers of mountain 
scenery say that it is not so much bo- 
cause of its height, but from its iso- 
lated position and because in rises al- 
most straight from the level of the sea. 
The crater of Mount Ranier is bowl 
shaped, of almost exact circular form. 


Mount Shasta, in the northern part 


of California, is a typical volcanic 
formation. It has a double cone. The 
second, known as Shastiria, or Little 
Shasta, is 2,000 feet below the sum- 
mit. One of the immense lava streams 
extended fifty miles down the Sacra- 
mento canyon before cooling and dis- 
placed the Sacramento river. The erup- 
tion is of a very ancient date, and geol- 
ogists are divided in opinion whether 
or not this eruption was so great as to 
cause the blowing out of the smaller 
Tent, or Shastlna.

NEW RAILWAY WRINKLE. 


Novel Observation Car Used by Ca- 


nadian Pacific In the Rockies. 


The latest wrinkle in railroading is 


a motor car which the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway company has just put 
Into service, says the Philadelphia 
Press, It resembles an open street car 
and will comfortably scat fourteen per- 
sons, although possibly twenty could 
be accommodated without crowding. 


The seats are upholstered in leather, 


there is a movable toof, and in the 
two ends are plate glass windows, thus 
affording unobstructed views of the 
magnificent scenery in the Canadian 
Rockies, where it will be stationed for 
the use of visitors at Banff and the 
other resorts in the mountains. 


The motive power is supplied by an 


electric gasoline engine, and a speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour can be at- 
tained. 


\cvi- Signals For Starting Trains. 
The Pennsylvania railroad has adopt- 


ed a new system of starting signals at 
the Union station in Pittsburg, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Two 
minutes before a train is ready to 
leave the Union station the assistant 
station master notifies the train di- 
rector at the Fifteenth street tower by 
raising the hammer on either of the 
gongs located on the riser of the plat- 
form adjoining the track the train is 
to depart from. The train director at 
Fifteenth street answers immediately 
by causing the hammer to fall against 
the gong and at the same time clears 
the indicator on the starting fence for 
the track. The-ticket examiner at the 
proper time closesrithe^gate and clears 
the starting signal."- .When the starting 
eignal has been cleared, the flagman 
at the rear of the train starts the train 
by one blast of a signal whistle. Im- 
mediately after the train has left the 
station the train director at Fifteenth 
street restores the starting signal to a 
normal position. The system will not 
only ser\ e trainmen in making prompt 
dispatches of departing trains, but also 
the public by the fact that two min- 
utes after the gong rings a train will 
start.

He sent to the New York 
World the following dispatch, giving 
the first details of his thrilling ant 
dangerous Journey. He says: 


I have experienced nothing but diffi- 


culties from the time I and my com 
panions left the Siberian railway early 
in January. We traveled from Irkutsk 
to Yakutsk in horse sleighs,- a distance 
of 2,000 miles, mostly over the frozen 
river Lena. The road was unsafe, owing 
to the robbers who Infested the region.. 
They murdered the driver of the mail 
sleigh and stole the mail only a week 
before we passed. 


Yakutsk I found to be a wooden city 


of mean appearance, with a population 
of 7,000 people, made up of officials, 
merchants, exiles and Yakutes. Ya- 
kutsk province, of which it is the chief 
city, has an area six tunes the size of 
France. -SWe reached Yakutsk after 
traveling^ three weeks from Irkutsk 
and on the way had a narrow escape 
on the Lena from .the breaking of the 
ice over which we were traveling. 


We had to remain some time in 


Yakutsk owing to the difficulty of pro- 
curing leindeer, which -were very 
scarce. The governor urged me to 
abandon the trip, but I resolved to 
push on to Verkoyansk, 800 miles dis- 


;c-y may be 


called, were of a strictly political na- 
ture. They described their existence 
there as a living death. Four commit- 
ted suicide and three became hopeless- 
ly Insane in the two years preceding 
my visit 


Just before our arrival a young exile 


named Kaleshnikoff, who had been 
brutally flogged by order of the police 
master, shot himself the same day in 
his shame and humiliation. But an- 
other exile, a friend of the one who 
committed suicide, shot and killed the 
police master, and this man now 
awaits trial in the Yakutsk prison. 
The winter here has eight months of 
darkness. In the summer there are 
continuous rains and stifling heat. The 
mosquitoes swarm in the summer, and 
there is much sickness. There is no 
hospital. 


Sukharno. 300 miles from Sredni- 


kolymsk, was our last link with hu- 
manity. 
Sukharno consists of three 


filthy hovels, inhabited by half breeds, 
but wretched as was the place I often 
longed for it later when on the cruel 
and desolate coast. We left Sukharno 
in a blinding snowstorm and a heavy 
gale. We had five sleds and sixty- 
three dogs. 
The cold was intense 


throughout the journey of 500 miles 
from Sukbarno to Erktrik, the first 
Tchuktcan settlement on Tchaun bay. 
It was a hard trip, and it took us sev- 
enteen days to make it the last week 
of which we lived on half rations, had 
an insufficiency of driftwood with 
which to cook, only a tent for shelter 
and slept in 40 to 50 degrees below 
zero. 


Once we lost our way and wandered 


to a blizzard for three days on the 
shores of ~the Arctic ocean. We were 
badly frozen and reached Erktrik in 
an exhausted condition from our ex- 
posure. The natives were unfriendly 
and would give us but little food. We 
left the village and struggled on with 
difficulty for another sixteen days, 
finally reaching Cape Norton. Here 
we were better received, but our trou- 
bles were increased by the appearance 
among us of "kor," a painful skin dis- 
ease, We found that smallpox was 
raging on the coast and that some vil- 
ages had been decimated. 
Beyond Cape Norton we traveled 


more rapidly. At one village the na- 
tives were hostile and threatened our 
>arty with knives. As we neared the 
Jering strait we found the natives 
>etter and more friendly, owing doubt- 
ess to their frequent intercourse with 
American whalers during the summer 
mouths. 


We arrived at East cape, Bering 


strait, May 20, five months and one 
day since we left Paris, Dec. 19, 1901. 
We remained at East cape four weeks, 
and found the natives hospitable and 
friendly when sober, but exceedingly

President Roosevelt has beaten the 


Dutch. That is to say, he defeated a 
Boer othcer at target practice the other 
morning, making a remarkable record 
with a .32 calibre revolver at fift; 
yards, says a dispatch from Oyste: 
Bay, N. Y., to the New York Herald 
He drove five bullets, one after tin 
other, through the hole made by thi 
first, in the center of the bullseye. 


No such shooting has ever been dom 


before around Oyster Bay, and Com 
mandant W. D. Suyman, an officer on 
General De Wet's staff, declares he 
never saw such skill In South Africa 
The match was between the president 
his son Archie, Commandant Suyman 
Joubert, son of former secretary 01 
state of the Orange Free State, anc 
Mr. Chanler. President Roosevelt re- 
cently received a new revolver as a 
gift from a friend in Germany and 
said he would like to try it. 


Commandant Snyman, who is cele- 


brated all through South Africa as a 
crack shot, proposed a match. 
The 


president was quite ready. So a new 
target with a three inch black bulls- 
eye was produced and set up In a 
field back of the president's house. 
Fifty yards were measured off, anO 
the president took the first shot The 
bullet struck the bullseye almost ex- 
actly in the center. 


"Bully shot!" shouted Commandant

the president, raising the pistol. Crack 
it went again, and when Commandant 
Snyman and the others saw that the 
second bullet had penetrated the bole 
made by the first one their faces be- 
came very stern.
